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Blizzard Nemo Finds, Slams Tri-Town

One of the worst blizzards New England has seen 
in recent years made its way to the Tri-Town on Friday 
and Saturday, causing major problems for residents. It 
took several days for roads to be cleaned up and for order 
to be restored. 

The storm began early Friday afternoon and 
continued through Saturday afternoon. The average 
snowfall total for the region was 14 inches. Due to the 
proximity of the ocean, the Tri-Town saw heavy wind 
gusts of up to 60 mph. 

Governor Deval Patrick issued a Statewide

Emergency. For the first time since the historic Blizzard of 
1978, a driving ban was issued. No cars were allowed to 
travel from Friday afternoon through Saturday afternoon 
at 4:00 pm. 

In anticipation of the storm, schools were closed 
on Friday and did not reopen again until Wednesday. 
Department of Public Works crews worked around the 
clock to clear the roads and to make them as safe as 
possible. 

By Friday's end, it was reported that 100 percent 
of the Tri-Town was without power, according to N-Star. 
By Tuesday, small percentages of each town were still 
without power. Downed trees and power lines created 
prolonged response times. 

With nearly all residents without power, each of 
the towns opened a shelter so residents could shower, 
sleep, charge cell phones, etc. In Rochester, the Senior 
Center was the shelter for its residents while Old 
Rochester Regional High School and Tabor Academy were 
opened to the residents of Marion and Mattapoisett. 

After the storm and when the driving ban was 
lifted, local gas stations were flooded with residents 
looking to purchase gasoline for their cars and snow 
blowers. Many town offices were closed until Tuesday.

structure fire which eventually destroyed the home. 

''We were behind the eight ball from the start 
due to the conditions/' reported Deputy Chief Walter 
Morgado of the Mattapoisett Fire Department. Road 
condition, icy surfaces and frozen hoses were just some of 
the difficulties faced by the department. 

The fire, which is believed to have started in 
the chimney and broken out due to aged and porous 
masonry, spread into the partition and roof of the home. 
With the region- wide loss of power, many residents have 
turned to alternative heating methods, leading to similar 
problems throughout the area. 

The occupants of the home were evacuated from 
the house safely Only one injury was reported which was 
a firefighter who fell due to the icy condition and injured 
his knee. 

The Mattapoisett Fire Department was on scene 
until 4:30 am on Monday and the Marion, Rochester and 
Fairhaven Fire Departments assisted them in their efforts.

Ben Coucci, an intern at the Police Station, and 
his brother Will, stepped up to the plate to help monitor 
Village Court during the power outage. Due to the 
demands of the regularly staffed police and fire officials 
in town, there was no one left to stand watch in the 
overnight hours. That's when the Coucci brothers decided 
to help out, working 12-hour shifts to relieve some of the 
other workers. 

''Your parents should be very proud of you," said 
Selectman Paul Silva. 

Selectman Tyler Macallister took the time to 
personally thank NSTAR for their quick response time in 
restoring power to the vast majority of Mattapoisett in a 
short amount of time. 



'T kept watching as the power was restored in 
Mattapoisett," he said. 'Tt was kind of amazing how fast 
it was coming back." 

One of the biggest factors in the response time 
was the nerve center, which NSTAR had established on 
the second floor of the Police Department in order to 
closely monitor where the majority of the outages were. 
They sent their workers out to survey the affected areas, 
making it easier to delegate where the restorations needed 
to happen. Additionally, trucks from Delaware and 
Vermont came to help restore power. 

On Saturday morning, 99 percent of Mattapoisett 
had lost power with only 28 residents being lucky enough 
to maintain it throughout the storm. By Tuesday evening.

there were only 21 residents without power. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne commended 
the police, fire. Department of Public Works, school 
faculty members and other boards in town for their effort 
and response time during the blizzard. 

In other news, the Board voted to approve two 
motocross events at the Mattapoisett Landfill this year 
for the Pilgrim Sand Trail Riders. The events, both which 
will be held on Sundays, are scheduled for April 21 and 
October 27. 

"In actuality, a lot of people have gone and 
watched the event and enjoyed the day,'' said Gagne.

On Wednesday, February 6, the Marion School 
Committee approved an upgrade to the sound system 
at Sippican Elementary School. The upgrade followed 
concerns by band director and music teacher Hannah 
Moore, who previously told the Committee that the 
multipurpose room had a blown amplifier. 

Facilities Director Eugene Jones told the 
Committee that he had researched the sound system 
within the entire school and felt an overall upgrade would 
save money in the long run. 

Jones noted that past use of extension cords 
for events outside the building could be avoided with 
an upgraded sound system using battery-operated 
microphones. Jones secured several competitive quotes, 
which were discussed, and suggested that the Committee 
approve the upgrade so that it could be tested under 
warranty during the current school year. 

The Committee agreed to a purchase price up to 
$5,360 for the upgrade. The sound system can be used 
both indoors and outdoors. "WeTl be under warranty and 
we will make sure that we are getting what we agreed to 
purchase,'' said Jones. 

In other business, the Committee voted to 
accept a $5,000 donation to Project Grow from the Ludes 
Foundation.

fiscal year 2012, representing approximately $593,336. 
If approved, Marion would see a 48 percent increase 
of approximately $216,400.

School. The costs of the project will be discussed at the 
Community Preservation Committee in March. Other 
equipment needs include new basketball rims with 
backboards, at a cost of $7,000, and new soccer goals. 

Charles Motta told the Committee that damaged 
flags flown from the flagpole at Center School were taken 
to Old Colony Vocational Technical School for repair.

Superintendent Douglas White discussed the 
2014 state budget proposed by Governor Deval Patrick. 
Although not yet approved by the State House and 
Senate, White presented the proposed amounts currently 
budgeted in the state budget for education. 

The Chapter 70 Increase for the ORR Senior and 
Junior High School is a 2.17 percent increase over the 
fiscal year 2012, representing approximately $593,336. 
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If approved, Marion would see a 48 percent increase of 
approximately $216,400. Mattapoisett, under the proposed 
state budget, would have an increase of 32 percent, or 
$174,439. Rochester would have a .7 percent increase, 
equaling approximately $12,625. 

White commented on the change in education 
and requirements through the years. White said that 
he had attended a recent educational seminar and 
recommended that the public take a look at a website 
which recorded the changes in education that have taken 
place since the 1990s. The website can be accessed at 
www.jamievollmer.com / poster.html. 

Education Changes, 
New Curriculum Discussed 

Rochester School Committee

The Rochester School Committee met on 
Thursday, February 7 to discuss numerous issues, 
including potential changes in the state's educational 
budget and a new learning curriculum in writing and 
science that are currently underway. 

Superintendent Douglas White spoke about 
Governor Deval Patrick's January 23 presentation of a 
new state budget, which includes a new $550 million 
investment in education for fiscal year 2014. 

According to a report from White, the new 
investment in education "would provide universal access 
to high-quality early education for children across the 
state, from birth to age five; fully fund K-12 education 
and allow for extended school days in high-need 
schools; make college more affordable and accessible for 
high school graduates; and allow community colleges 
to expand their efforts to provide students with the 
knowledge and skill training needed to succeed in the 
workplace.'' 

White added that if the governor's plan were 
approved, it would mean a potential $593,336 for Old 
Rochester Regional (an increase of 2.17 percent over fiscal 
year 13) and $12,625 for Rochester Memorial (an increase 
of .7 percent).

''He's put an emphasis on high-quality education 
for all children in the state," said White. "The $593,336 
would be a welcomed increase that will help us balance 
the local budget." 

He added that the proposal included $25 in 
funding per student in all districts within the state. 

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos discussed 
the implementation of several new initiatives and a new 
curriculum within the school system, including two new 
programs — a new English and Language Arts (ELA) 
program and a new science program — that they hope 
will benefit in the student's learning processes. 

"Lots of initiatives have been placed on our 
shoulders, and as we swim through the sea of change, 
we're entering, as far as our district, the implementation 
phase where we're putting together our new unfolding 
ELA curriculum," said Frangos. "Teachers have worked 
very hard to create that curriculum." 

She added that teachers have been working in 
teams to look at student's writing samples for the purpose 
of building the new ELA curriculum. 

As far as the new science curriculum goes, she 
said that teachers have also been working to perfect what 
they hope will result in the strengthening of what she 
already considers to be a strong program. 

"We are on the cusp of having those [new] 
standards approved," said Frangos. "I think we are 
[already] ahead of the curve with science."

Solar Array One Step Closer

At their regular meeting, the Rochester Planning 
Board applied their signatures to the official plans for 
the proposed solar panel array to be located in the Little 
Quittacas part of town. 

The application process for the array, which 
would collect solar power to be used by the water 
department of the City of New Bedford, has taken 
months, but the project will soon be underway. 

During the meeting. Chairman Arnold Johnson 
said that the official window for residents to file appeals 
had closed and no such filings were received by the town. 

The array will feature thousands of photovoltaic 
panels, which will be completely fenced as a safety 
precaution. The project includes provisions for the 
construction of a large berm on the side bordering the 
closest abutters. The berm will be planted with various 
types of native vegetation and will serve as an aesthetic 
mask and windscreen for the homes closest to the array.

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Oscar Predictions

Well, the power's been iffy (I hope you're reading 
this in a well-lit, well-heated room) and I didn't make it 
out to a movie (or much of anywhere else) last weekend, 
so you get my Oscars column a couple weeks early First 
of all, the Academy is looking pretty stupid right now 
for snubbing Ben Affleck for a Best Director nomination. 
The Cambridge kid's critically acclaimed movie Argo 
has picked up Director trophies from various film-critic 
groups as well as the Golden Globes and the Directors 
Guild. Not only that, the film looks to have a good shot at 
winning a Best Picture Oscar, possibly making it the rare 
Best Picture that apparently directed itself. 

Of the nine Best Picture nominees, I have seen 
four. I know, I know. Of the ones I've seen, I would 
cheerfully give the top prize to Zero Dark Thirty, which 
does not "glorify" or "condone" torture, contrary to 
various hysterical opinions. It won't win, though. Neither 
will Django Unchained, though that was never going to 
be an Oscar-type movie anyway. I've heard a lot of you 
raving about Lincoln, and I'm sure it's everything you say 
it is, but I haven't been able to bring myself to sit through 
it. It looks to me like a two-and-a-half -hour movie about 
white guys having meetings about slavery, and I didn't 
much care for Amistad the first time. I somehow missed 
Life of Pi and now will probably never get to see it in its 
full intended 3D glory; Amour hasn't played around here, 
but it sounds too depressing to get in the car for anyway 
(yay let's watch a foreign film about a husband watching 
his wife slowly die! Who wants popcorn?); Beasts of the 
Southern Wild sounds intriguing, and maybe I'll curl up 
with the DVD at some point; and I have an allergy to life- 
affirming movies about mental illness, so that eliminates 
The Silver Linings Playbook. 

For a while, Lincoln was positioned as the 
easy winner, but then something happened: It kept not 
winning the run-up awards. The run-up awards are 
the lesser awards viewed as a run-up to the Oscars and 
possible indicators of what might win on the big night. 
Now, few doubt that Daniel Day-Lewis will win. For his 



performance as Lincoln, he's already taken home every 
other award that exists and probably a few that don't. I 
wonder if, when people say they love Lincoln, what they 
mean is they love Day-Lewis as Lincoln. But if you're 
going to say he essentially is the movie, you're also saying 
he would' ve been brilliant even if Joe Schmoe, not Steven 
Spielberg, had pointed a camera at him. My feeling is that 
Spielberg's nomination as director here is a formality. As 
is the Best Picture nomination. Nothing against Lincoln 
fans here. I just don't see it. 

So I'm thinking Argo for Best Picture and... 
Michael Haneke for Director. Affleck obviously can't win, 
so I'm guessing they're going to throw to someone else 
who's never won, which lets out Spielberg and Life of 
Pi's Ang Lee. That leaves the guy who made Beasts of the 
Southern Wild, whose nomination I think is a nice-job pat 
on the back, and Silver Linings' David O. Russell, a guy 
widely hated in Hollywood (he and George Clooney came 
to blows on the set of Three Kings). Haneke is a well- 
respected director who makes resolutely anti-Hollywood 
movies, and the Academy oddly likes to honor that every 
so often. Besides, the hooray-for-Hollywood valentine 
Argo will win Best Picture, so that and Haneke winning 
will split the stylistic difference. 

Of the other nominees, Jennifer Lawrence 
seems the favorite for Silver Linings — and it'll also be 
an "attagirl, kid" nod for headlining one of the year's 
biggest franchise hits with Hunger Games — and I 
wouldn't bet against Tommy Lee Jones for Lincoln, 
though Robert De Niro might pull an upset there, given 
that he hasn't won since 1980 (or been nominated since 
1991). Anne Hathaway' s a no-brainer for Les Miz. The 
only other sure thing is Adele's "Skyfall" taking Best 
Original Song. Of the most perplexing snubs this year, 
I've already mentioned Affleck, and Kathryn Bigelow 
and Quentin Tarantino, who guided two of the year's 
best-directed films, likewise got left out in the cold. It's 
insanity that Samuel L. Jackson wasn't recognized for 
Django Unchained, and that Helen Hunt got nominated 
for The Sessions but John Hawkes didn't, and that Cloud 
Atlas got a grand total of zero nominations, and we also 
sleep in a world where Hugh Jackman has a nomination 
for Les Miz and Denis Lavant got shut out for his acting 
marathon in Holy Motors.
